The Court has a com- 
mittee at work examining graves in the county's 
pati])er oonietery. and .is a result of one ilay's 
operations 1"!' t;ni\ i'-< n>'re opened, and of tliis 
number only ('>4 coutiiinetl lu tdies. This makes 
a total of i?7U graves opened, in which 77 bodies 
have been found. 

The committee announces its intention to ex- 
hume every coffin burietl within the past six 
years. This means the entering of 1,000 
graves. 

A Negro chargeil witli ha\ ing committed 
"feke*' burials during the past few months for 
the purpose pf securing payment for the same 
from the County Treasury was tried and liound 
to Court. He swore on tlie stand that he had 
taken coffins to the county cenietery, kiiowinj; 
thei'e WHS uothiiiir in tiieiii. The undertaker 
euij)k»yiug the Negro disclaims res]»ousibility 
for the latter^s actions, and also dmies ever 
having had knowledge of the committing of 
frauds.
